Also, on request, your fur (except damp or fleshy pelts) will be held for ten days for price approval.

Mink can again be counted upon 
as an important income producer. 
While prices may be somewhat 
lower, wild mink will continue to 
be one of the most profitable items 
for Canadian trappers. 

Concentrate on trapping your 
mink just as soon as they are prime 
in the late fall and early winter, 
and you will probably more than 
make up for the easier prices. Top 
quality prime mink always bring 
far more money. 


GOOD QUALITY 
BEAVER ARE 
NEEDED 


Again, The Bay requires all the 
good quality beaver they can buy 
for its special European markets. 
This means that you can cash in at 
The Bay, this year, by really con¬ 
centrating on beaver trapping during 
the winter months. Don't wait until 
open water—trap your beaver in the 
winter when quality is at its very 
best—the kind of beaver that always 
bring premium prices at The Bay. 



TRAP SQUIRREL 
AND ERMINE 

The ever-profitable bush ermine 
and squirrel from the Prairie Pro¬ 
vinces are needed, too. Trap your 
share before the snow is too deep. 
Long-tail ermine, although lower in 
price, is still a good money maker. 

REMEMBER! 

Short-haired or long-haired fur— 
The Bay's the place to sell. Lynx, 
fox, coyotes, badger, etc., are s till 
needed by the trimming trade. This 
year there is a market for all articles. 


GET THE 



To get the best prices for every 
skin, trap each fur bearer before 
it is past its prime. Remember, 
except for muskrats, early winter 
time is trapping time. Premium 
prices are never paid for late- 
caught skins. 


Proper handling of beaver pelts 
is of great importance and The 
Bay has prepared notes for the 
guidance of less professional trap¬ 
pers. It is free for the asking.

When shipping, be sure to in¬ 
clude your name, address and 
contents on the outside of the 
parcel. Farmers in certain Pro¬ 
vinces do not need a licence. In all 
other instances, licence or permit 
numbers should also be noted.
